A Fence has always been kept up ever ſince it was à Street at the 
North End thereof, and no Though Fair, but by the Permiſſion of 
the ſaid Greenhill, which he always had an Acknowledgment for, and 
in particular, of one Thomas Browne, the firſt Tenant that ever inha- 
bited the Premiſes built on the other Side the Fence, which Ground 
the ſaid Premiſes ſtands on, was Part of a Ducking-Pond, and near, or 
altogether Twenty Feet lower, and almoſt perpendicular from the ſaid 
Fence, before the ſaid Premiſes (inhabited by the faid Browne ) 
were built, and Browne continued to pay a weekly Acknowledgment

the ſaid Ricbardſon, his Executors, Adminiſtrators, and Aſſigns, ſhould 
Pay Twenty Six Pounds per Annum, Ground-Rent, more than what was 
fore reſerved during the Remainder of Fifty Six Years, and one Quar- 
ter of a Year. 


That one Walter Gibbons, a Sollicitor, that made the ſaid three
